H is not possible, of course, to say 


with any ccrlnlnty what such « man 
ax Adolf Hitler will do next. But it 
is possible, from the purely military 
viewpoint, to make what In staff par- 
lance is culled "an estimate of the 
situation." 


The plan:; to bo exact, a schema* bus-1 


ed on supporting the claims of the 
Ukrainian minority in Polnnd to "au- 
tonomy" or perhaps complete inde- 
pendence, with "anschluss" with the 
sub-Carpathian Ukraine. This (now 
under complete German control) would 
be the propaganda and perhaps mil- 
itary center for the move. Note that 
this is the time-honored method—al- 
ready twice successful, in Austria nnd 
Czechoslovakia. 


Probable opponent: 
Poland, defi- 


nitely inferior both in a military and 
economic sense to the Reich. 


Possible opponents: Soviet Russia— 


but Japan i.s moving troops into Man- 
chukuo, like n good axis partner, and 
the Kremlin will think twice before 
risking war on two separate fronts 
8000 miles apart. 


Human in—but Rumania is well off 


to the flunk and can't intervene very 
effectively; moreover the Rumanian- 
Polish communications are very bad.

Chances of achieving the objective 


without war: excellent. The Poles, 
liko the Czechs at Munich, will hard- 
ly dare fight alone. The Russians may 
very well bide their time. As for 
Britain, whatever Chamberlain might 
do it France or French possessions 
were a1 tacked, it is hardly possible to 
imagine the apostle of appeasement 
moving British troops and ships to the 
aid of Poland; and without Britain, 
France will nit lake the risk. 


Risk lo bo considered: Russia com- 


ing lo the aid of Poland immediately 
with full force. But if so, a graceful 
withdrawal can always be achieved, 
as the move will be initiated, by the 
Ukrainian "legionnaires" in Poland. 


Advantages to be expected 
from

Some ob- 
servers there call it the "drift to the 
right." Secretary Harry Hopkins ob- 
jects to that. He says it is bad man- 
ners to greet a gesture of compro- 
mise with that sort of characteriza- 
tion. Perhaps it is. The important 
thing, however, is to understand the 
phenomenon here for what it actual- 
ly is. 


We have heard the President's prom- 


ise of "no more taxes"—the Hopkins 
"appeasement" speech—;thc lifling of 
Ihe "plague on both your houses" in 
the effort to have the C. I. O. and the 
A. F. of L. smoke the peace pipe, 
and a current Capital rumor that the 
present monopoly investigation will be 
truictly demobilized. 


The reasons for this new and even 


sudden shift of the administration to 
a policy of aiding business are fairly 
obvious.

First of all, for the first time, the 


adm'.iistration has become 
acutely 


aware of the facts: 
' 


1. That recovery is utterly impos- 


sible unless private investment re- 
vives and, 


2. That priate investment has al- 


most wholly collapsed. 


The Administration, its critics say, 


has done some good things. But they 
declare the good things have not been 
on the side of recovery. For instance, 
social security is a good thing. But 
social security laws, while aiding the 
worker for a while, do not prevent 
hard times, They help a man for a lim- 
ited time when he loses his job, but 
they do not create a new job for him. 
Therefore, while approving what has 
been done in the way of social jus-

to know about, aneurisms: 


Dear Doctor: 1 have been read- 


ing your articles for a long time 
about the various ailments of hu- 
manity, their causes and treat-' 
rnents, but have not yet seen any 
article about aneurisms. I shall be 
looking forward to n description of 
this condition, its causes and pre- 
ferable treatment. , 
An aneurism! arises from the stretch- 


ing of a weak place in the wall of a 
blood vessel. In- the- walls of blood 
vessels there are layers of elastic tissxie. 
They enable the vessels • to dilate and 
contract. Sometimes, a thick-walled 
"rubber balloon when blown up will 
develop an extra pouching out at some 
point where the rubber has been thin- 
ned out. This can also happen to a 
rubber tire which has, been Weakened 
by either a physical or chemical in- 
jury. 


The most frequent cause of the thin- 


ning out of the wall of a blood vessel is 
an infection which destroys a part of 
the elastic tissue. Sometimes, how- 
ever, a physical injury may cause it, 
I have seen an aneurism result 'from 
a bullet which scraped the-wall of a 
large blood vessel. Sometimes an an- 
eurism may develop im'mtediately after 
birth because a portion of the blood 
vessel may not have grown properly. 


Of course, if an infection in the body 


is attacking the walls of the blood ves- 
sels, that is a serious- matter and should 
have attention. However, even curing 
the infection will not restore the tissue, 
that has been destroyed. 


A person with an aneurism, must be 


exceedingly careful not to injure the 
thin sac filled with blood, because a 
breaking of the sac may;,,result in a 
serious hemorrhage. Sometimes ; it is 
possible by the use; of surgery to open 
the. tissues down to.the point where 


the aneurism exists and then to tie off 
the blood vessels or to remove the an- 
eurism. 


Some years ago a distinguished sur- 


geon developed a technique which in- 
volved the Insertion of coiled wire 
inside the aneurism causing "the blood 
to clot inside the aneurism and thus

nants of Czecho-Slovakia from the 
map of Europe.
